Hection 1, Be 1t enacted, ete., that if
ANy pergon or pérsons shall willfully
make or cause to be made any noise,
or hy obacens or profune lunguage dls-
turh orannoy anvens who shall he vis-
Itors at any public or private park, or

plenie grounds, kept for the amuses
ment of the public In this common-

wealth, wherehy through such conduct
the publie peace s broken or disturbed
or the public annoyed, he, she or they
shall be guilty of the offense of disor.
derly conduct; and upon conviction
thereof bofore any magletrate, justice
of the peace, alderman, mayor or burs
gess, ®hall he sentenced to pay the
coste af prosecution, and to forfelt and
pay a fine not exceading ten dollars;
and in defanlt of 1he pnyment therenf,
ghall he committed 1o and imprisoned
in the county jail of the proper county
for a period net exceeding thirty days,
